patch reporter the four pickets 
observed the three men cross the 
East St. Louis Junction Railroad 
tracks and approach the fence at 
the northeast corner of the plant.

SEOUL, May 10 (AP) — Amieri- 
can and Korean authorities esti- 
mated that 80 per cent or more 
of the 8,000,000 eligible voters in 
South Korea defied Communist 
violence and threats today in the 
nation’s first self-rule election. 

New outbreaks raised the week- 
end toll to 76 killed in the United 
States zone. Police bicycle pa- 
trols arrested 60 suspected Com- 
munists—some armed with bam- 
boo spears and knives—in the 
hills around Seoul. 

Polling booth explosions were 
reported here and at Taegu, large 
southern town. The Taegu gomb- 
ing injured five persons. Also at 
Taegu, rails were removed on the 
Pusan-Seoul railroad and“ the tele- 
phone switchboard sabotaged. At 
Inchon, the port of Seoul, a wom- 
an who police said admitted tak- 
ing Communist orders set the 
telephone office afire. It was 
partly destroyed. 

Results Tomorrow. 

Tabulation of ballots is expected 
to require all night, with no re- 
sults available until tomorrow. 

The election is for candidates to 
a 200-man national assembly. The 
assembly will draw up a constitu- 
tion and form a government. Only 
South Koreans are voting despite 
United Nations instructions to 
hold electiogs throughout the 
country. The ans forbade an 
election: in their zone in North 
Korea. 

The election was sponsored by 
the U.N. and supervised by the 
United States Army. 

American authorities blamed 
the Russians for fomenting the 
pre-election violence. They said 
Korean Communist elements, by 
sabotage, violence and threats, 
were trying to create an atmos- 
phere of terror, and thus cause 
the U.N, to reject the election as 
unrepresentative. 

But despite terrorism, undaunted 
voters turned out in large num- 
bers for the long-awaited election 
which gave the people the chance 
to help choose the first popularly- 
elected government of this ancient 
and troubled land— land of the 
morning calm.” 

Reds Shun Election. 

Communists and some: liberal 
groups shunned the election, South 
Korean Communists were ex- 
horted by the Russtan- controlled 
radio in Pyongyang, North Korea, 
to do everything they could to 
wreck it, | 

(The failure of Korean Commu- 
nists to disrupt the election was 
credited by some observers to the 
fact. that Russia did not give them 
full support, according to Keyes 
Beech, Chicago Daily News-Post- 
Dispatch correspondent. Those 
observers thought the Russians de- 
clded it would be easier to take 
over the new government, once it

g Gen. John R. 
Hodge, United States occupation 
commander in South Korea: “You 
had better get out of Korea with 
your clothes packed.” 
The North Korean broadcast 
was in the form of an open letter 
by “representatives of all political 
parties and social organizations of 
North Korea.” 
It declared Hodge's recent 
statements (blaming “Communist 
stooges of northern masters” for 
pre-election disorders in the 
south) “disclose uneasy 
mind.” 
Continuing, it said, “the move- 
ment of opposing the separate 
election is in full force. How can 
your mind be at peace? Th Com- 
munists have convenient eyes 
which can penetrate your inten- 
tions to the very bottom,

Eighty-eight major railroads 
stopped accepting perishable 
freight shipments, including those 
involving. cattle, poultry, meats, 
eggs, fresh fruit and vegetables. 

Meanwhile, plans for curtail- 
ment or embargo of passenger and 
freight service were canceled late 
today by three railroads operating 
out of New York City. Two New 
England railroads said they would 
be ready to run as usual tomor- 
row. The lines are the New York 
Central, the New York, New Ha- 
ven & Hartford, the Long Island 
Railroad, the Boston & Maine and 
the Maine Central. 

The New York Central later an- 
nounced it would not put into ef- 
fect an embargo originally or- 
dered for midnight tonight on 
shipment of livestock, live poul- 
try and perishables. The New 
Haven rescinded furlough notices 
to employes. 

Eastern leaders of the three 
unions which have called a strike 
still said that unless a cancellation 
is ordered by national leaders in 
Washington the men would quit 
as scheduled. 

Spot trading in butter, eggs and 
potatoes was ordered suspended 
today on the New York Mercan- 
tile Exchange. Trading in futures 
contracts continued. 

Fresh vegetable prices increased 
on New York wholesale markets, 
and wholesale meat prices there 
were sharply higher.

The Chicago Livestock Exchange 
announced it would suspend op-

Hog prices went up $1 at Chi- 
cago. In the wholesale meat trade 
in Chicago, market prices ad- 
vanced from $4 to $5 a hundred 
pounds on pork loins. Beef was 
$1 to 32 higher. 

The fresh produce market at 
Chicago also was higher, Lettuce 
and carrots increased $2 to $3 a 
crate.

Farm Workers Laid Off. 

In California, about 10,000 agri- 
cultural workers already have 
been laid off and shipments of 
celery and lettuce halted by em- 
bargots. Growers estimated their 
losses at $300,000 a day. Carrots, 
asparagus, broccoli, cherries and 
artichokes also are being harvest- 
ed.

Tuberculosis rates in St. Louis 
are substantially higher than the 
average for the 15 largest cities of 
the United States, Dr. Herbert R. 
Edwards of New York told the 


annual meeting of the Tuberculo- 
sis and Health Society at Hotel 


2 today. 

Dr. Edwards, executive director 
of the New York Tuberculosis and 
Health Society, said he had seen 
statistics on tuberculosis in St. 
Louis and “it does not make pleas- 
ant reading, for it clearly indi- 
cates a considerable problem still 


“Mortality ! among the white 
population in 1946 was 34.9 and 
among the colored 151.1 per 100,- 
000 of the population,” he said. 
“Your total rate of 50.47 in 1946 
is substantially higher than the 
rate of 364 for the 15 largest 
cities in the United States for the 
same year. Nonetheless, you have 
made very material progress over 
the years; your trend is down- 
ward and you are doubtless inter- 
ested in accelerating that trend 
as rapidly as possible. 

“It is obvious, therefore, that 
government generally, and espec- 
jally so here in St. Louis, is un- 
able to provide the essential serv- 
ices for tuberculosis control with- 
out the aid and assistance of the 
voluntary agency. The voluntary 
tuberculosis association in gen- 
eral, and again specifically here in 
St. Louis, is not able to fill in all 
the gaps nor can both agencies 
perform all of the obviously in- 
dicated services. They can, how- 
ever, realistically align their 
forces so that consistent and 
steady progress can be made.“

Since June of 1946, the effective end of OPA, to the begin- 
ning of 1948, the cost of living has increased 26%,% 
according to the Bureau of Labor Statistics Index, or thirty- 
four and seven-tenths cents per hour.

The steel industry can well afford to pay a real wage 
increase and at the same time cut prices substantially. 
In 1947 the profits of the steel industry exceeded five 
hundred million dollars .. . after taxes, a record high and 
an increase in excess of 55% over 1946, in itself a profitable year. 
United States Steel Corporation, the bellwether of the industry, 
enjoyed staggering profits last year of approximately $244,000,000, 
before Federal taxes and $153,000,000 after such taxes. This Cor- 
poration’s profits in the year 1947 increased 78% over 1946. 


The Union has done its part to halt inflation. It accepted 
a two-year contract in April of 1947, providing for a mod- 
erate wage increase, in the hope that this would help 
stabilize costs and prices and halt inflation. The steel

Despite the lack of cooperation shown by Steel in dealing with

industry used this moderate wage increase as an excuse to raise 
prices three times as much as the cost of the wage increase. 3 
This action of the steel industry contributed to a new inflation- 
ary spiral. The union has fought to reinstate government 
controls and excess profits taxes which could impose some 
effective control over present inflationary trends. The steel in-

The price decrease proposed by United States Stoel Cor- 

poration and followed by few, very few, members of the 

industry, represents a decrease of slightly less than one 

percent of the industry sales revenues in 1947. This 
price decrease is approximately $1.00 per ton. (And, remember, tho 
industry increased prices $11.32 a ton, since April, 1947) It is 
not even a V cent a pound. In fact, it isn’t even , cent a pound. 
Such a paltry decrease cannot halt inflation. Since its announce- 
ment the press has carried reports from other industries of price 
rises on various commodities. 


If the steel industry were in good faith, they would have 
6 accepted the Union’s offer to delay final action on the wage 

issue until the effect of this price decrease could be measured. 
But the industry refuses io execule supplemental agreements 
with the Union extending the time for wage negotiations to test the 
effect of this paltry price decrease. 


The workers represented by the Union are contributing to 
lower costs by maintaining high production and by increas- 
ing labor productivity. For instance, in 1947 man-hours 
worked by steelworkers of the United States Steel Corpora- 
tion increased by 18% over 1946, yet steel output increased by nearly 
34%. Thus the output per man-hour during the past year has 
a large increase over 1946.

Freedom and License 


The Government has seized the railroads in an 
effort to avert the strike set for tomorrow. This 
is being done under a 1916 statute. It means that 
the railroad workers become federal employes, 
and that the Attorney General can get a court 
order against the strike, as was done in the case 
of John L. Lewis and the coal miners. Failure 
to obey such an order would open the unions to 
fines and their officers to fines and imprisonment. 

The country is sure to applaud this action. 

The seizure action follows three days of fruit- 
less White House conferences with union leaders 
and railroad managements in an effort to fore- 
stall the strike. Three brotherhoods—engineers, 
firemen and switchmen—have refused to accept 
the recommendation of the President's fact-find- 
ing board, although 19 other railroad unions have 
done s0. 

It is a sorry commentary that an extreme 
and extraordinary measure like seizure must be 
taken. It is deplorable that three union lead- 
ers should refuse to abide by the rules of the 
game, fairly set forth in the Railway Labor 
Act, which was designed to protect the country 
from the calamity of a nation-wide rail strike. 
Even if the strike is averted, the war of nerves 
forcibly presents the need for some method of 


protecting the people of this country from strikes 


in. vital industries. 

The Railway Labor Act is not the answer, as 
was shown two years ago when railroad unions 
pulled a two-day strike and compelled the Pres- 
ident to go before Congress to ask for power to 
stop it. The Taft-Hartley Act may not be the 
answer, either. It, however, permits the use of 
the injunction to delay strike action for 80 days, 
and no doubt the present crisis will bring about 
a movement to amend the Railway Labor Act to 
include this added precaution. 

Since this is not a totalitarian state, and since 
the Constitution protects men against involun- 
tary servitude, there probably is no sovereign 
remedy in law:for such a situation as is now 
occurring. But surely the force of public opin- 
ion must make itself felt. It must impress upon 
management and union leaders in vital indus- 
tries the necessity for reasonableness and re- 
straint. In the case of railroad management, it 
would not dare to lock out its employes, though 
it theoretically has the right to do so. Railroad 
unions must be taught that they, too, dare not 
choke the rail arteries of this nation.

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Local Job for the Keynoter 


Should acquittal of Illinois State Representa- 
tive Lyle Prescott, Dixon Republican, on fraud 
charges end the state’s concern with reports of 
allegedly fraudulent state land purchases for 
conservation purposes? Murray Crowder, sports- 
men's leader and also a Republican, does not 
think so.

Under oath, the Republican legislator testified 
that $2580 was “pressed” on him by two former 
Dixon real estate agents. These two men pleaded 
guilty to similar charges against them and paid 
fines of $1000 each. There was testimony to 
show that though the state paid $40,080 for the 
land, the sellers received only $35,000-when the 
deal was closed, Later the difference was sup- 
posed to have been paid over. 

No wonder a sportsmen’s leader wants to have 
the facts about land purchases for conservation 
under the Green Administration. No wonder he 
asks “how many license dollars have gone for 
things other than conservation.” No wonder he 
callg on Gov. Green to investigate “for his own 
protection and the good of the Republican party.” 

Dwight Green is busy these days with personal 
politics on a national scale. It is pretty much to 
ask that next month’s G.O.P. keynoter take time 
off from his self-promotion to attend to state 
business of this character. If Gov. Green had 
no time for the safety of coal miners two years 
ago, how much time can. he be expected to have 
for sportsmen’s license fees now?

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A Police State Law 

Before passing the Hoffman bill ordering the 
President to give up any information a con- 
gressional committee may demand, the House 
should view the consequences in a cooler per- 
spective than the Condon case provides. 

The bill recognizes that members of congres- 
sional committees sometimes divulge confiden- 
tial information and that this can endanger 
national interest and security. Therefore, it 
provides fines and imprisonment for anyone who 
is responsible for such leaks, This gives Con- 
gress a power and duty to punish any of its 
own members who do not accept and abide ‘by 
a majority vote on what information should and 
should not be made public. A majority could 
easily use it to suppress dissent on any issue it 
pleased. As Marquis Childs says, this is police 
state law. 

Even without the penalties for disclosure, 
Congress should not assert absolute rights to 
presidential information, It should have full 
access to records needed for forming policy, but 
the executive branch also possesses adminis- 
trative records in which Congress has no valid 
interest. The presidency is an equal branch of 
government, with constitutional rights and man- 
dates separate from those of Congress. Its right 
to withhold certain kinds of information from 
Congress, and the public interest in having such 
information withheld, has been successfully de- 
fended since the time of President Jefferson. 

No Congressman would think gf demanding 
conference transcripts, personnel records or any 
other private papers from the Supreme Court, 
the third equal branch of government. The 
President eannot demand the records of private 
congressional committee sessions. The Supreme 
Court makes no such demand on either Congress 
or the President. No more should Congress try 
to destroy the President’s right to a reasonable 
and necessary privacy in his department. 

The immediate occasion is an unhappy strife 
between a Republican Congress and Democratic 
President, but it is also part of a very old re- 
current contest for power between Congress and 
President, which is quite apart from partisan 
divisions. The Hoffman bill, and some other 
moves in the current quarrel, seek to do some- 


thing that the authors of the Constitution ex- 


pressly wanted to avoid. The bill asserts a 
dominance of Congress. over the presidency, in 
contrast with the great constitutional design in 
which three equal branches of government check 
and balance one another to serve the common 
cause of representative democracy.

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The Congress of Europe 

It is characteristic of the far vision and fine 
eloquence of Winston Churchill that The Hague 
conference for European unity should be called 
the Congress of Europe.” Like Churchill's great 
design for a United States of Europe, the word 
Congress draws upon the American pattern. 

In many ways, the meeting at The Hague cor- 
responds to the Annapolis Conference which pre- 
ceded the Constitutional Convention. at Philadel- 
phia. The Hague conference will not itself es- 
tablish European union, but the consultative as- 
sembly which it would have the European parlia- 
ments set up may encompass this great achieve- 
ment. 

Delegates from 22 nations, including exiled 
leaders from several nations in the Russian or- 
bit, are attending. They represent various shades 
of political opinion from conservative to socialist. 
Communists, however, are conspicuous for their 


absence; the democratic union which Churchill; 


Ramadier, Van Zeeland and the other leaders at 
The Hague have in mind holds no attraction for 
the disciples of dictatorship. 

Ramadier told the conference that Europe 
faces the choice of “union or death'’—a para- 
phrase of Clement Attlee’s aphorism, Europe 
must unite or perish.” 

Neither militarily nor economically can Eu- 
rope work out its salvation except by uniting. 
And the union must be more than temporary 
and superficial pledges of economic and military 
co-operation. As Churchill made clear in his 
opening speech, there must be the genuine union 
that comes from at least a partial pooling of 
sovereignty. Otherwise, political jealousies will 
prevent full military co-operation and economic 
jealousies will continue to foster nationalistic 
tariffs and imprison the great mass-production 
potentialities of Europe in a strait-jacket. 

It is significant that The Hague conference 
coincides with a concerted demand within Ger- 
many for the restoration of a united Reich. The 
safety of Europe definitely precludes the re-es- 
tablishment of a Germany united in the prewar 
sense. 

As Sumner Welles points out, the only ration- 
al way for Germany to work out its salvation 
without imperiling the rest of Europe is for it 
to be federalized and admitted to a United States 
of Europe. Such an offer on the part of the 
Western democracies would trump any ace which 
the Russians could play in the bidding for Ger- 
man friendship in which East and the West find 
themselves involved only three years after Ger- 
many’s surrender. . 

The world has its eyes on Churchill and The 
Hague. 
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For the Sixth Time, Thomas 
The Socialists have drafted Norman Thomas. 
He had said that he would not again be the 
party’s presidential candidate. But when the call 
came he bowed and stood up to make his sixth 
acceptance speech. 


Considering the accepted standard of conven- . 


tion oratory, it was not a bad speech. Mr. Thomas 
may be a perpetual rebel against the status quo, 
but he is a rebel in the American tradition, Thus 
much of. his talk was in denunciation of Henry 
Wallace. -When it came to Russian-dominated 
Communist backing, he minced ‘no words. The 
country’s non-Socialist protest voters must be 
happy about the Thomas nomination. For many 
of them a vote for Wallace is unthinkable. But 
with a chance to draw an X“ for Norman 
Thomas, it's going to be like old times. 

Thomas, of course, does not have the slightest 
chance to win. He made his best showing in 
1932, a year of economic disaster, when he got 
884,781 popular votes. His second best showing 
was in his first race, in 1928, when he got 267,420 
votes. Pefhaps because Franklin D. Roosevelt 
went about as far in the Socialist direction as 
Americans care to go, Thomas did not come close 
to these figures in the three other elections. In 
1944, he polled only 80,518 votes. 

All his campaigning, however, has not been 
The Socialist and the other minor 
parties have been the great seed-beds of progres- 
sive ideas. With no hope of winning, their chn- 
didates, unlike those of the major parties, have 
not had to be all things to all men. They have 
broken new ground. Their ideas, derided at first, 
often were accepted in the long run. The ban 
against child labor, the eight-hour day, inspection 
of mines and factories, civil service, conserva- 
tion of natural resources, direct election of Sena- 
tors, the secret ballot—all these and scores of 
other reforms came from minority platforms. 


» 
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Gains for Freedom of Information 


A sound blow for freedom of the press —and 
for peace—has been struck by the American 
delegation at the Geneva conference on freedom 
of information. So impressive are the American 
proposals that virtually the entire program of 
our representatives has been accepted by the 
conference as a whole. 

Since the heart of the issue is free flow of 
information, particularly in Europe, this is a nota- 
ble victory over Soviet Russia and its Communist 
One after another, 
crippling amendments, proposed by the confer- 
ence members which favor dictatorial rule, have 
been beaten down. 

At the very center of the program is the strong 
recommendation that “American aid to friendly 
nations be reinforced by greater stress on the 
free flow of information.” This is a positive pro- 
posal to provide the answer to the American 
delegation’s own criticism that in opposing the 
spread of Communism, the United States has 
failed to make adequate use of “the power of 
ideas.” 7 

One American recommendation will bring a 
warm response throughout those portions of Eu- 
rope which remain free, particularly the zones 
of Germany occupied by the Western democra- 
cies, This is the call for remedying the short- 
ages of newsprint and printing machinery, radio 
equipment and film projectors. Short as news- 
print is in this country, it is nothing like as 
scarce here as it is in Germany. These are 
weeks that will not come again in our battle 
with the westward march of communistic ideas. 
The free German press, licensed by the Ameri- 
can and British authorities, should be the single 
best advocate for democracy in that battleground 
of contending ideas. 

The American delegation at Geneva shows its 
understanding of the European situatioh by its 
recommendation to improve this situation. Former 
Assistant Secretary Benton and his colleagues, 
Sevellon Brown, Erwin D. Canham, Zechariah 
Chafee Jr., Harry Martin and Mrs. Oveta Culp 
Hobby, are doing important work without fan- 
fare. Moreover, they are getting results.

It was early in 1947 that I set out on a 
speaking trip that carried me into every 
section of our country, I talked with a 
great many Americans. They differed very 
little in their thinking. They wanted a 
program of liberty and progress for our 
country. 


But they wanted it to be their program. 
They were unwilling to accept a ready- 


made concept of 
American policy, . 
either foreign or 
domestic. 


Men will not get 
their desire in a day. 
They must move for- 
ward clumsily and 
experimentally, tast- 
ing of this or that 
forbidden fruit, and 
wandering down one 
or another bypath 
that leads nowhere. 
But they will press 
on. 


Nothing that 1 
have seen in the 
United States alters that conviction. Nor 
is the conviction altered that the best de- 
fense of democracy can be provided by an 
extension of democracy, and that the ap- 
plication of democratic methods to a solu- 
tion of our domestic and foreign problems 
is essential if we are to have either national 
or personal security. There is nothing the 
matter with America or the world that a 
good dose of democracy will not cure.

Belief in the Home 


What do the people want? I asked that 


question in every state that I have visited. 


Although there were differences in empha- 
sis, because of different local conditions, 
the answers were essentially the same. 


The people of America read the same 
newspaper accounts, furnished by the great 
wire services; they read the same colum- 
nists, the same magazines, the same books; 
they listen to the same radio programs, and 
laugh at the same jokes. 

The people want peace and national se- 
curity, but they want these as elements in 
individual security and not at the sacrifice 
of any essential freedom. They are hostile 
to imperialism. 

The people want homes, and they want 
these to be available to all classes of citi- 
zens. The American tradition is a home 
for every family. The American dream is 
of a comfortable home; perhaps, a little 
overcrowded with gadgets, but it represents 
their belief that comfort is not a repre- 
hensible ideal in a free country. 

The people want jobs, They believe in 
an economy of abundance, in employment 
for every person able and willing to work. 
They believe that depressions can be 
averted, if government, labor and industry 
show good sense, 


Distrustful of Monopoly 


The people distrust monopoly. They dis- 
trust American industrialists who enter 
into private trade treaties with European 
cartels. In the South and West, they are 
especially concerned with the transporta- 
tion monopoly. In the Missouri Valley and 
New England, it is the electric power 
monopoly that they fear. While they recog- 
nize the expediency of monopoly in some 
fields, which they think should be regu- 


lated drastically, they believe that competi- 


tion is the basis of the American free econ- 
omy, and they want freedom of competi- 
tion restored by vigorous Jaw enforcement. 

The people want labor organizations held 
accountable for their contracts; they op- 
pose unreasonable and restrictive labor 
practices in the same way that they do 
monopolies which slow down production. 
The song of scarcity, whether sung by 
monopoly or labor, is out of tune with 
American aspirations. 


The people want a reasonably stabilized 
cost of living, Throughout the nation, the 
standard of living of the white-collar 
worker has declined since 1942, while that 
of the industrial worker has dropped 
sharply since 1945. Throughout the coun- 
try, there was a suspicion that many 
shortages were deliberate, and ‘that full 
production was not being attempted. They 
noted that the greatest shortages occurred 
in those industries that were cartelized. 


The people want a program of education 
that will be both realistic and democratic. 
Among the younger Americans there was a 
demand for more instruction in history and 
government, as well as a greater variety of 
vocational training. The people wanted 
good schools and, in most sections, felt that 
federal assistance through an equalization 
fund to economically depressed sections 
was essential, N 


Health Program for All 


The people want a health program. They 
are weary of a discussion of thifor-that 
alternative plan of providing health in- 
surance, of the failure of the colleges to 
provide more physicians and of the politi- 
cal disputes over their ability to pay for a 
comprehensive public system of hospital 
and medical care. They want more doctors 


and nurses and dentists and hospitals and 


clinics. 

The people want an end to the preaching 
of racial and religious hate. While they 
suspect some minorities of an unjustified 
sensitiveness, they are weary of the failures 
to adjust these problems unn the Ameri- 
can ideal of freedom. 3 

The people want their civil rights pro- 
tected. Many were perturbed because of 
the un-American attitude of some congres- 
sional committees. More were concerned 
with censorship sprees that are common at 
this time, Labor leaders were concerned 
about the reappearance of the labor spy. 

The people want equal rights and justice 
for all citizens and sections. Sensibly, they 
recognize that no American can be de- 
prived of his rights without establishing a 
precedent that may rob all of us of some 
essential freedom. , 

The subdivision of our nation into re- 
gions, each with a peculiar economic prob- 
lem due to the distortion of our principle 
of domestic free trade or the exploitation 
of the people and their land by colonial 
methods, ‘is distasteful to every citizen. 


Equality, Individual Dignity 


The division of our country into classes 
and castes is also tasteful. Essentially, 
the American dream is of a classless and 
equalitarian society. Equality is not a mat- 
ter of the size of houses or the number of 
automobiles owned; equality is the recogni- 
tion by each citizen of the dignity and 
worth of every other individual. 

Americans see all those things as desir- 
able, in themselves; but they see them as 
only means toward an end, The end is 
freedom for the individual, 

There have been many changes in our 
country since the first colonists appeared. 
The great forests have been cut, and the 
prairie has been broken by the plow, and 
cities have been founded, and rivers har- 
nessed. But the changes in America have 
been superficial, for the dream is the same. 

It is the dream of a country in which 
men and women can do as they please, 
where they can live their lives as they 
choose, where they are the masters of their 
fate, and where they can pursue elusive 
happiness in the manner that best satisfies 
their hearts. N

Coronary 
thrombosis is the formation of a 
blood clot in an artery leading 
directly to the heart. If the clot 
becomes big enough to shut off 
all or most of the blood to the 
heart, the sufferer dies. 

Dr. Irving S. Wright, associate 
professor of clinical medicine at 
Cornell University, described the 


Illinois State Medical Society's 
annual meeting. 

Patients admitted on even days 
of the month, he said, received 
conventional treatment for the 
disease. Those admitted on odd 
days received conventional treat- 
ment plus anticoagulant treat- 
ment. 

The results to date (prelim- 
inary data on 800 alternate cases) 
indicate that the incidence of 
deaths from coronary thrombosis 
can be reduced from approxi- 
mately 23 per cent to 13 per cent,

WHEN WE grow older, it is not 
uncommon for the normally clear 
ler of our eyes to become cloudy, Ultimately, we may see 
light but be unable to read or sew, or recognize our friends. 
We then stumble around in semi-blindness, or else find our- 
selves chained to an easy ‘chair, There we grow more frail 
and helpless with each succeeding day, since inactivity is espe- 
claily dangerous for elderly people. 

The operation to remove cataracts is one of the most 
dramatic in the field of surgery. Moreover, the quick change 
of a blind patient into a seeing person who can even thread a 
needle or read the fine print of a newspaper, brings exhilaration 
te surgeon and patient alike. 4 

When I was an intern, I enjoyed my eye surgery as much 
as any operations I ever performed, and right now I want to 
urge every person afflicted with cataracts to have them re- 
moved. The operation is not dangerous to life, for it is blood- 
less and doesn’t even take a general anesthetic. It is no more 
painful than having a tooth extracted under novocaine, for 
the patient feels only a couple of needle pricks when the local 
anesthesia is first applied around the eye muscles. 

x X * 

AFTER THE clouded lens is removed, the patient remains 
for several days in the hospital with eyes bandaged until the 
tiny incision becomes thoroughly healed, The frosty lens has 
therefore been removed, but we must then substitute a glass 
lens in front of the eye to make up the deficit. This is accom- 
plished by eye glasses. If the retina behind the clouded lens 
is still sensitive to light and not scarred by ruptured capil- 
laries or infection, the patient may obtain normal vision again, 
by use of a pair of eye glasses. : “ 

The operation is not especially costly. You may spend a 
few days in the hospital.

NEZ CALLAWAY ROBB, vet- 
] eran wire news service reporter, 

is a newspaper who has had 
a career that would put to shame 
nine-tenths of the ‘scripts ever 
turned out by movie writers about 
newspaper dames, Inez has inter- 
viewed practically everybody of 
any importance who has set foot 
in Manhattan in the last 10 years, 
from Edward, the Duke of Wind- 
sor, down to Evil Eye Finkle, a 
gent who made a living from 
wrestlers who hired him to hex 
their opponents. She figures she 
has flown at least a half-million 
miles, written stories from 30 or 
40 foreign countries, spent three 


months in uniform covering some 
of the bitterest hting in the 
African campal uring the last 


war, and literally got blown out 


of her nylons on the second day 


of the 1946 Texas City disaster. 


“Since that little episode, I've 
sworn off heroics,” says Inez, 
who was honored last’ Friday by 
the School of Journalism of the 
University of Missouri for dis- 
tinguished service to journalism. 
“I was on a plane headed for 
Texas when I heard about the 


disaster, I arrived not long after 


the first of the series of. explo- 
sions that leveled the harbor area. 
I bribed a cab driver to take me 
to the waterfront and we had no 
more than stepped out of the taxi- 
cab when another ship blew up.

Born on a cattle ranch in Cali- 
fornia, Inez grew up in Idaho and 
got her first newspaper job on 
the Evening Capital News in Boise 
as a high school reporter. 

She remembers that her first by- 
line story was an account of a 
ride in an old flying coffin when a 
barn-storming aviator set up shop 
at the State Fair in Boise. 


“I can also remember that I had 
read everything in the Boise Pub- 
lic Library by the time I was 12,” 
says Inez, “Everything, that is, 
except that great classic ‘Three 
Weeks.’ The librarian wouldn't let 
me have that. But the printed 
word always fascinated me and I 
made up my mind to be a writer.” 


After the taste of reporting for 
the Evening Capital News Inez 
spent two years at the University 
of Idaho and then transferred to 
the University of Missouri’s School 
of Journalism and after being 
graduated got a job on the Tulsa 
Daily World. Then came a. job 
in Chicago from Capt. J. M. Pat- 
terson and finally the job of so- 
ciety editor for the New York 
Daily News. 

“IT was on the News for 12 years, 
10 of which I was its society edi- 
tor, the most fatiguing and dan- 
gerous job I have ever had in the 
newspaper field, and the only one 
in which I ever found it advisable 
to carry a police card,” Inez says. 
“If I remember correctly my first 
really big sociéty story was the 
wedding of Al Smith's youngest 
daughter, now Mrs. Francis Quilli-

nan. The press wasn’t getting into 
the church, but I found a Brooklyn 
judge who had a kind face and 
made him believe my father was 
boss of the third ward or some- 
thing and walked in on his arm.”

SUCH A GROUP may contain 
from five to 15 children. Locate 
some other parents with similar 
problems — there are probably a 
hundred of them within walking 
distance of your home. Some- 
times a Parent-Teacher Associa- 
tion or a church takes the initia- 
tive, but you can do it. You need: 

1. A group of mothers with 
small children. 

2. A place to meet. Usually 
has been furnished without cost by 
a school, church, woman’s club, or 
community organization of some 
sort. 


3. A leader who has some spe- 
cial training. There is a lot of 
talent going to waste in every 
community. In the 15 women you 
get together, you'll probably find 


one who has been a teacher, a 
leader of youth groups, or is other- 
wise well qualified. She ought to 
have full time supervision and re- 
ceive some pay—$50 a month is 
often given. 

4. Parent participation, through 
each other giving one day a week 
to Help the leader and all mothers 
meeting once a month to study 
the children’s needs.
